He further stated that at the 
last convention of this organization the 
splits were supplied in such quantities 


that they were to be found on sale nine 
months after the convention adjourned, 
and he believed that Boston would bé 
no exception to the general rule. 

Being asked how it was possible for 
an association line, whose signature 
was attached to an agreement fixing a 
Specified rate applicable to a eertain 
occasion and limiting the time during 
which the special rate was operative, 
could engage in this species of cut- 
throat business without detection, he 
replied that the only way possible for it 
to be done without exposure was for 
the connecting lines to enter into a se- 
eret arrangement to co-operate with 
the company originating the offence and 
pro rate with it. These split tickets 
are made to appear as having been usec 
once and then deposited by the holder, 
and a return tieket purchased over 
some other line. Of course, there 1s 
prima facie evidence of trickery, but in 
the absence of positive proof it is diffl- 
cult to substantiate a charge that the 
association schedule has been violated. 
It is thought that the establishment of 
a joimt agency in Boston during the 
days of the convention, where a dele- 
gate has the privilege of depositing his 
ticket and taking out transportation 
over another route different from the 
one by which he came East, will, in a 
measure, work a desirable reform, but 
the probabilities are that Boston wilt 
be worked by the conscienceless lines 
according to the methods which have 
prevailed in other cities.

and thé fishing schooner Horace B. 
Barker was due solely to the fault of 
the fisherman. The decision: was ren- 
dered in the libel brought by William V. 
Abbott et al. vs. the schooner Horace B, 
Parker. ‘The libellants are. the owners 
of the ill-fated pilot boat. A decree is 
ordered for them. 5 

The collision occurred at 4:20 o'clock 
on that terrible morning of Jan. 5, six 
miles east-northeast from Minot’s light, 
After the vessels had come together the 
pilot boat drifted and sank, and only one 
of her crew of five men was saved. This 
libel was not brought to recompense the 
loss of human life, buf to recover dam- 
ages for the loss of the pilot boat and 
the effects of its crew. 

The vessel was valued at. $10,000, and 
the effects at $2000. The amount Which 
the libellants will be eallowed, however, 
has not yet been determined. The decision 
only holds that the fishermen must 
stand the loss to the libellants, it being 
at fault. i Rieti 9 

The fisherman was on the port tack, 
the pilot boat on the starboard. The 
pilot boat had the right of way. The’ 
court finds that the course of the vessels 
and the angle of collision indicate that 
neither vessel changed her course. It 
also finds that the lights. of the pilot 
boat were properly set and burning, and 
that in this respect she was not at fault. 

The court says: ‘The night was cold 
and the waves were breaking over the 
vessels, and the ice was forming on the 
rigging and the clothing of the men, 
and remaining at the\post of duty neces- 
sarily involved discomfort and suffering. 
It is clearly established that the lookout 
of the pilotboat was so far vigilant as 
to discover the lights of the fisherman 
some minutes before. the collision, In 
view of such vigilance it is less difficult 
for me to find that the men of the fish- 
erman seeking shelter momentarily re- 
laxed the vigilance of their outlook than 
to find that the crew of the pilotboat 
(sufficiently on the alert to discover the 
lights of the approaching vessel, as we 
have seen) would endanger their. lives 
and abandon themselves to the peril in- 
cident to a night. run on such a night 
without lights.’’ 


The court states that it rests this find- 
ing of fact largely upon -the appear- 
ance of the witnesses, and the story of 
Harrison, the only survivor of the pilot 
boat crew carried a strong conviction 
With it. It does not find itself: satisfied 
with the testimony of the captain and 
those of the-crew of the fisherman who 
came on board after the ¢ollision and 
Saw. no light on the pilotboat, as the 
light might have been torn away by the 
force of the collision. 

The court also says: “At the: time of 
the collision the eaptain was below 
changing his clothes, and it is a signifi- 
cant fact that the blue light or danger 
signal of the pilot boat, although shown 
nearly a minute before the collision was 
not sighted by the fisherman until it 
was actually under her bow,-and only a 
second or two before the vessels came 
together. . 

“This fact made it apparent that the 
lookouts of the fisherman had aban- 
doned vigilance and. for the time being 
were not attending to the. duty which 
they were expected to perform.’”” . |

In reply to the hypothetical question, 
put by Counsel Clapp, he said , in his 
judgment, he believed Joseph Colburn, 
testator, in November, 1887, was sound 
of mind. It was, in his opinion, very 
difficult to draw the line between senile 
dementia and old age. 

Dr Theodore W. Fisher, superintend- 
ent of the Boston Insane Asylum, and a 
specialist and expert on matters re- 
lating to insanity, was called next. In 
his judgment, in November, 1887, when

Boards of Health in Cities and Licensing of 
Veterinary Surgeons. 

The committee on public health was 
in session at the State Housethis morn- 
ing, Senator Hutchinson presiding. 

Mr. Edmund M, Parker of the Cam- 
bridge board of health appeared in ad- 
vocacy of the bill introduced by Rep- 
resentative Myers, 
repeal of chap. 8 of the public stat- 
utes and the substitution of a passage 
creating a board of health consisting of 
three members in every city, one of 
whom shall be a doctor of medicine, 
and providing that the said board shall 
be appointed by the mayor and alder- 
men. The law does not apply to Bos- 
ton. { 

The second matter on the docket was 
a bill providing for the registration of 
veterinary surgeons. 

The bill contemplates the institution 
of a board of examiners of five mem- 
bers, one of whom is to retire each 
year, and a successor appointed by the 
Governor. ; 

All practising veterinaries in the 
state may register with such board till 
Jan. 1, 1896, without examination. After 
that date none but graduates of proper 
veterinary colleges shall be exempt 
from examination. ‘ 

The first advocate of the bill was Dr. 
Madison Bunker of Newton, who said 
the object of the bill was to protect 
those men who had labored hard to at- 
tain a degree of skill and proficiency in 


their profession from “quacks” who 
are fairly ‘flooding’ the common- 
wealth.

The bill extending the time for filing 
exceptions in the supreme judicial and 
Superior court was passed to be en- 
grossed. 

The House accepted the committee 
report leave to withdraw on the peti- 
tion of F, C. Nash that no lquor li- 
censes of the first five classes be grant- 
ed in any ward of cities which votes 
not to grant them. 

The bill to locate and define the 
boundary line between the towns of 
Melrose and Stoneham was passed to 
a third reading. 

Mr. Young of Springfield opngeed the 
report of the committee on insurance, 
ought not to pass, on a bill providing 
that certificate holders in fraternal in- 
surance associations shall have the 
right to make the certificates payable 
to a person or institution guaranteeing 
him ‘support during his life. 


Mr. Bates of Boston opposed the bill 
as opening the door to gross frauds. 

Mr. Ford of. Boston favored the. bill 
as in the line of progress. 

Mr. Dayis of Boston thought the bill 
would be unfair to the members of the 
associations who continued to pay as- 


“sessments. 


Mr. Young said he was willing to see 
the bill so amended that the certifi- 
cates may be transferred only to insti- 
tutions which undertake the support of 
the certificate holder.

Pain Is the Discipline Which Gives Joy to 
the Followers of Christ, 

‘Rey. George J. Prescott of the Church 
of the Good Shepherd delivered an inter- 
esting lecture at the noon lenten service 
today in St. Paul’s Church. 


He took as his text the words: ‘Joint | 


heirs ‘with Christ, if so be that we suf- 
fer with him, that we may also be glori- 
fied together.” 

The speaker said: Pain is known to 
all, though it Is a deep mystery. The 
babe cries for relief which cannot be af- 
forded; the aged wonder why they are 
80 afflicted. First of all is the discipline 
which it gives—the discipline of life. No 
difficulty faces man which has not in it 
something for time and eternity. Every 
failure, rightly considered, has its uses 
in winning success. 

Then, too, all this suffering speaks of 
its corelative sympathy. In this is the 
meaning of the incarnation of Christ. It 
is the sympathy of God for man. Sym- 
pathy has its double side. Through ages 
men have delved and labored for the re- 
lief of their suffering fellows. 

The speaker said he refused to place 
what is called Christian Science beside 
the science of Christianity. He had 
never heard of man, in his true man- 
hood, turning from what the ages have 
taught, to his Father in heaven in pray- 
er, and refusing to use the agencies 
which he has placed in our hands. 
Through all the ages men have labored, 
not for gold, but for love of man. 

The meaning of suffering is for the 


glory of God, or that the works of God 
may be manifested in us. We may not 
be able to trace our sufferings to the 
advancement of a single oat but we 
are only soldiers on the field of battle 
in the hands of the great General who 
does see. 

If those who suffer ennui in the midst 
of the luxuries of this age will dip'into 
another’s soul, they will learn what is 
the true joy of life. It is the joy of the 
mother, and also a pain. But such suf- 
fering is the highest joy. Is a mother’s 
gare for her child suffering, or is a sol-

WASHINGTON, D. C., March 8, 1895. 
The continuation of the argument in 
the income tax cases before the supreme 
court of the United States today was 
marked by the presence of a crowd of 
spectators that hronged the chamber to 
almost the full limit of its accommoda- 
tions. 

Mr. Guthie, for the appellants in the 
New York cases, continued his argu- 
ment against the law. 

He had reached yesterday that part 
of his address relating to the effect of 
the fifth amendment to the constitution, 
and he said he might well refrain from 
pressing his argument an that point, in 
view of the admission of the attorney- 
general in his brief that the fifth amend- 
ment does require uniformity in the im- 
position of taxes. 

“Do you think the requirement still in 
force since the adoption of the 14th 
amendment?” asked Justice Gray. 

“We do,’’ replied Mr. Guthrie. “It is 
modified by the 14th amendment, but the 
making of voters of the negro race adds 
their number to the total among whom 
the tax must be divided.’ 

Recurring to the question of illegal 
exceptions made by law, Mr. Guthrie 
stated that the tremendous figures 
which he quoted yesterday were con- 
tained in the census reports, and were, 
therefore, official. 

The reports of the state of New York 
showed that the mutual, insurance as- 
sociations in that state alone possessed 
accumulations amounting to over $900,- 
000,000, all of which was exempt under 
the law. 

Justice Brown had asked yesterday {f 
Congress did not have the power to ex- 
empt the property of religious, charit- 
able and educational institutions, and 
Mr. Guthrie had responded that counsel 
were not pressing that poine in argu- 
ment—they had no objection to urge to 
such exceptions, 

Discussing this point further today, he

TWELVE JAPANESE CAPTAINS, 


They Are Now on Their Way Home from 
Germany to Take Part in the War, 
(Special Dispatch to the Boston Herald.) 

NEW YORK, March 8, 1895. Twelve 
captains in the Japanese army, who 
were passengers on the North Ger- 
man Lloyd steamship Havel, which ran 
aground on Romer Shoal, were brought 
to the company’s dock last night, and 
are now quartered at the Windsor 
Hotel. Their names are: O. Mitake, T. 
Hayashi, K. Osawa, N. Yamamoto, K, 
Nonaka, M. Okashi, O. Kikutaro, Ko- 
jiro Sato, T. Tsuneyoshi, T. Kitagawa, 
T. Ohara and T. Matsukawa. 

The captains are en route to Japan, 
and from ‘there to the seat of the war. 
They all expect to be on hand at the 
flege of Pekin, if the war is prolonged 
to that event. 

The Japs are all about 30 years of 
age, and are intelligent and fine look- 
Ing specimens of their race, They 
speak German and French, but not 
English. 

An interview was had with K, Non- 
aka this morning, througn an intreper. 
He said: 

“We are in a great hurry to get to 
Japan, and expect to be sent at once 
in command of our companies to the 
seat of the war. We leave here tonight 
for San Francisco on the 6 o’clock New 
York Central express, and sail from 
that city on March 14 on the City of 
Pekin. ‘ 

“We are all captains in the Japanese 
army and have seen some service. Two 
years ago we were sent to Germany to 
study the miltary system and tactics 
of that country. We have made Berlin 
our headquarters, though we travelled 
extensively all through the Empire. We 
think highly of the military genius of 
the German people.’’ 

“What: do you think of the fighting 
abilities of the Chinese?’ was asked. 

“Why, , they used to be considered 
good fighters,” was the diplomatic re- 
ply, ‘‘but we think the war is progress- 
ing to suit our people.’ 

“Then you think you will 
in the advance upon Pekin?” 

K. Nonaka shrugged his shoulders: 
“All we know is that we are wanted 
at home, and we are expected to give 
our country the benefit of what we 
have learned in Germany. We will not 
receive definite orders until we get 
home, but our information is that we 
are to go to the front.”

Of his work upon this bench it is sim- 
ple justice to say that he did his full 
Share in maintaining the commanding 
Place that this court has attained and 
deserve among the tribunals of English 
Speaking people. But. he was not de- 
Stined to end his. life upon the bench, 
That which to thost of us is chiefly re- 
fared as the are climax of an honor- 
able and useful li €, was for Mr. Hoar 
but the beginning of his carreer. 

He was called from the bench to par- 
ticipate in the affairs of the nation at 
that critical and important period, 
When the wreckage and demoralization 
of the civil war were being cleared 
away to make room for the greater 
America we now enjoy. 

In whatever public station to which 
he was called he acquitted himself with 
honor to himself and to. the common- 
Wealth. Posterity, particularly, will re- 
member with gratitude his work as one 
of the joint high commission which ne- 
gotiated the treaty of ‘Washington; a 
work which was the surest promise up 
to that time that in the progress of civ- 
yeation arbitration is to take the place 
of war, ‘ 


That he was not always popular with 
his legal associates is not to be denied. 
He was not pliable. He could not be 
handled, and. he would not be used. 
He his political 
career which ‘would have disheartened 
@ man of less sterner stuff. 


But this at least should be said, and 
perhaps it is the most characteristic 
thing that can be said of Mr. Hoar, 
under all circumstances. and above all 


things else he was a typical son of 
Massachusetts. 

He was bone of her bone and flesh of 
her flesh. Whatever she has deserved 


was his original inheritance. It is not 
too much to Say that the very elements 
of character and temperament, if this 
expression may be applied to a com- 
monwealth, which have given Massa- 
chusetts her position in the history of 
the world, were to be found in a 
marked degree in wir. Hoar. 

Cultured and refined, yet intensely 
Democratic; fearless, but just; an un- 
forgiving foe of sham, trickery and in- 
justice, absolutely uncompromising, pre- 
ferring the call of duty to the approval 
of men; a good fighter and hard hitter; 
often hated, but always respected. If 
these characteristics deseribe Massachu- 
setts in her relations to the great fam- 
ily of states, they are no less descrip- 
tive of Mr. Hoar. : 

If such a man raises up enemies, it 
is not necessary to his discredit. A 
man without enemies usually requires 
an indorser. But such a man also at- 
tracts troups of friends whom he bonds 
to himself with hooks of steel. 

Especially is this true when it hap- 
pens, as in the case of Mr. Hoar, the 
softening infiuence of age discovers 
traits of character that the aggres- 
siveness of manhood have obscured. 

As in later years from time to time, 
after he laid aside his arm of battle 
we came to know what his friends had 
always a preciated, that underneath 
his rugged exterior was a sweetness of 
disposition, & rare sense of humor, a

But he was interested not only in law 
and politics; he was interested in every~- 
thing human, and was especially de- 
voted to the welfare of his college and 
his church. I think he must be regard- 
ed, on the whole, as a conservative man 
in his general character, and he was 
especially anxious to preserve the best 
institutions and the best habits of New 
PHeiwae life and make the most of 

em. 

He had all the law practice he want- 
ed; it was of the best kind, and took 
as much of his time as he wished to 
give to his profession. He would not, 
I think, have enjoyed an overwhelm- 
ingly large practice, for he wished time 
for conference with his friends, for 
meditating upon many things, for en- 
joying many things, and for reading 
What he chose, He was famous for his 
wit, and sayings of his will be quoted 
for generations. 

He was emphatically a New England- 
er, and his whole conversation and 
manner showed the soil from which he 
sprang. He had the shrewd judgment 
of the typical New Englander and the 
faculty o characterizing a man ora 
cause by an epithet or a Phrase in a 
Strictly Yankee way. 5 

it was the nimbleness of his wit and 
the singular charm of his conversation, 
as well as the sincerity of his character 
which endeared him so much to that 
bright set of literary men whose com- 
panion he was. i 

In a running conversation his wit 
appeared constantly. It was unpremedi- 
tated, sudden and everywhere his own. 
He kept no memoranda of fine sayings, 
but he had a remarkable Memory for 
anything striking or felicitious in speech 
which he had overheard or read, and he 
had read much of the best English liter- 
ature. 


He was an unflinching advocate 6f 
any cause which he had much at heart, 
and he could hardly forgive any per- 
sons who he thought deliberately acted 
in violation of their own sense of right. 
He grew more tolerant as he grew old- 
er,-but he still always preserved fidel - 
ity to his own convictions, cost what it 
might. 

It was only on acquaintance that one 
could know how tender hearted he was, 
how generous he was, how considerate 
he was to those whom he thought de- 
serving. 

He had the habit of repressing any 
strong exhibition of kind feeling, and 
he took great satisfaction in doing good 
by stealth. ; 

He was a delightful companion to 
those who knew him well, and he had 
a personality so distinct and ronounced

If the financial 
views of that body are to be measured 
by its votes, the World has no right to 
present the commissioners as “natural” 
exponents of these yiews. Our contem- 
porary would come much hearer the 
truth by saying that they grossly mis- 
Tepresent the sentiments of the late 
Congress on the silver question, 

Look at the record in the case. Of 
the six commissioners five are,» and 
have been throughout their congres- 
sional career, zealous supporters of the 
free coinage of silyer. Mr. Bland him- 
self would feel perfectly at home in the 
company of Speaker Crisp, Congress- 
man Culberson of Texas and Senators 
Teller of Colorado, Daniel of Virginia 
and Jones of Arkansas. Every man in 
this silverite quintet would be perfectly 
willing to open the mints of the United 
States io the white metal for coinage 
at the ratio of 16 to 4 without waiting 
an hour for the concurrence of Wuro- 
pean nations. We are fully justified in 
Saying this of them, as we cannot re- 
member an instance when any of them 
missed a chanee to vote for a free eoin- 
age bill. So much for the financial 
views held by all but one of thé com- 
missioners. Now, what was the record 
made by the Vifty-third Congress in re- 
gard to the free coinage of silver? In- 
stead of favoring that foolish and ruin- 
Ous policy, the late Congress rejected 
every proposal for free coinage, and in 
the House this rejection was elinched 
by adverse majorities of unexampled 
dimensions. On Aug.. 29, 1893, the 
Bland free coinage amendment was de- 
feated in the House by a vote of 124 
yeas to 227 nays, and when the irre- 
pressible Missourian repeated his at- 
tempt om Nor. 1, 1893, he was again 
beaten by a yote of 193 to 94. In the 
Senate the silverites made a somewhat 
better showing, but even in that cham- 
ber, where the mining camp states have 
such a disproportionate vepresentation, 
the free coinage amendment offered by 
Mr. Peffer of Kansas on Oct. 27, 1893, 
Was rejected by a vote of 87 yeas to 48 
hays. With this action in view we 
have good reason to repudiate the com- 
missioners as “natural” exponents of 
the silver policy of the late Congress.
